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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: 

• A hull dividing into two parts beginning in the aft third of the length of the craft 
(emphasis added), as set forth in claim 34. 

• A hull dividing into two parts, each part curving out in a convex curve toward the 
beam (emphasis added), as set forth in claim 34. 

• The angle of conjunction being within 25 degrees of a right angle (emphasis added), 
as set forth in claim 34. 

• The first two thirds of the length of the outwardly curving inner wall of the sponsons 
diverging from the starting point of the outward curve by 25 percent of the width of 
the craft, as set forth in claim 35. 

• The inner walls of the sponsons diverging 70 percent of the distance from their 
starting point to the maximum waterline width in the aft third of the length of the 
sponsons, as set forth in claim 35. 

No new matter is permitted. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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3. Claims 34 and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by JP 61- 
033382 A C382). 

JP ('382) shows a watercraft (see fig. 1) having a hull that is divided into two hulls in the 
aft section to form two sponsons with a roofed tail section, with the widest separation between 
the two sponsons being at the stern. The angle between the internal wall of each of the two 
sponsons and the bottom of the sponsons is within plus/minus 25 degrees of right angle. The 
division of hull into two parts appears to begin in the aft third of the length of the watercraft. 
Each part curves out toward the beam such that the resulting curved edge has a convex profile 
on its outward side and has a concave profile on its inward side. 

Re claims 36, the angle between the outer wall of each of the two sponsons and the 
bottom of the sponsons is within plus/minus 25 degrees of right angle. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claim 35 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if the objection to the Specification os overcome, and if the claim is rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 34 and 36 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.

6. The prior art made of record in the attached PTO Form 892, but not yet relied upon, is 
considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure.
